Mr»  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1956  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough0 

There  has  been  a fall  in  the  incidence  of 
Births  and  Deaths,  and  an  increase  in  the 
estimated  population'  of  50  to  15,870* 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  there  have  been  no 
deaths  of  any  mother  in  child  birth* 

The  general  prevalence  of  infectious 
disease  has  fallen,  but  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  This 
disease  continues  to  be  mild  and  gives  no  cause 
for  alarm.  What  is  disturbing  however  is  the 
continued  appearance  of  Whooping  Cough*  We  now 
have  it  within  our  means  to  stamp  out  this 
disease.  It  is  possible  for  parents  to  have 
their  children  immunised  in  a manner  similar 
to  that  for  Diphtheria,  and  the  results  promise 
to  be  equally  as  good. 

I have  noticed  an  increase  over  the  past  7 
years  in  the  incidence  of  Lung  Cancer  and  a 
table  showing  the  figures  are  included  in  this 
report.  Medical  and  Statistical  evidence  has 
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shown  a relationship  betvyeen  smoking  and  this 
disease.,  It  is  the  intention  to  publish  these 
figures  annually  so  that  it  may  become  generally 
known  how  far  we  in  this  Borough  are  affect ed. 

One  of  the  outstanding  occurrences  during 
the  year  was  the  commencement  of  the  Council’s 
Slum  Clearance  programme,,  One  Clearance  Area 
comprising  of  1 0 houses  was  confirmed  and  13 
other  areas  comprising  of  a total  of  58  houses 
were  represented  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

Slum  Clearance  now  remains  as  one  of  the 
outstanding  social  and  health  problems  facing 
the  Council.  As  pointed  out  in  the  Report  last 
year  some  800  houses  have  to  be  dealt  with  during 
"Ghe  next  few  years. 

further  progress  was  made  with  the 
Improvement  Grant  Scheme.  It  is  my  view  that 
there  is  insufficient  understanding  of  the 
all-round  benefits  of  the  Grant  Scheme.  For 
what  happens  is  that  the  occupier  of  an  improved 
house  gets  modern  living  conditions;  the  owner 
gives  his  property  a new  lease  of  life,  and  the 
rate-payer  will  often  get  back  in  higher  rateable 
values,  more  than  the  Council’s  share  cf  the 
grant.  This  method  of  dealing  with  unfit 
property  is  certainly  less  expensive  than 
providing  a new  house. 

' ¥ 

This  is  the  first  year  on  record  that 
there  have  been  no  cases  of  Bovine  or 
N on-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified.  Whether 
there  is  any  relationship  between  this  and  the 
fact  that  our  area  became  a specified  one  for 
milk  distribution  in  1953,  is  perhaps  too 
early  to  say.  But  it  is  the  hope  that  this 
measure  will  result  in  the  stamping  out  of  that 
form  ox  Tuberculosis  derived  from  cattle. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continues  to  be 
prevalent.  12  new  cases  we re  notified  during 
the  year. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports 
vaccination  against  this  disease  is  offered 
to  contacts  of  cases,  and  to  all  school 
children  in  their  thirteenth  year.  Experience 
has  shown  that  this  vaccination  is  a safe 


procedure,  and  confers  a good  degree  of  immunity. 
The  time  has  now  arrived  when  consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  wider  application  of  this 
vaccine. 

Ah  outstanding  event  during  the  year  was 
the  beginning  oi  the  vaccination  campaign 
against  Poliomyelitis.  Limited  supplies  of 
vaccine  has  made'  it  possible  to  offer  this 
only  to  a restricted  number  of  children.  But 
it  is  hoped  that  when  supplies  are  plentiful 
the  protection  against  Poliomyelitis  will  be 
available  to  all. 

Once  again  I wish  to  record  my  sincere 
thanks  to  our  .Clerk  Mr.  Jack  Mee,  and  to  his 
deputy’  Mr.  H.  Lawton,  and  the  other  members 
of  his’  staff  for  their  help  .and  guidence  in 
enabling  me  to  carry  out  my,  duties.  I am 
particularly  indebted  to  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  Mr*  R.  G.  Whlston,  and  the 
members  of  his  department  with  whom  I work 
most  closely.  I am  also  grateful  to  Mr.  Halpin, 
the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  his 
contribution  to  this  report.

Careful  selection  of  cases  for  admission  is  made  by  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  before 
applications  for  admission  are  granted. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  if  a Day  Nursery  were  not  avai I able  in  Cong  let on 
many  infants  would  bo  placed  in  unsatisfactory  homes  so  as  to  allow  the 
mother  to  go  out  to  work.

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Ambulance  and  Sitting  Case  Car  Transport 

The  year  was  marked  by  a very  important 
change  in  the  organization  of  the  Ambulance 
Service. 

The  Divisional  Health  Committee 
recommended  that  the  Contractors  service 
should  be  taken  over  by  the  County  Council 
and  this  was  accepted. 

We  are  now  providing  a full  time  ambulance 
Service  in  Congleton  entirely  staffed  by 
County  Council  employed  personnel.  The 
Committee  agreed  to  employ  the  Contractor  as 
Supervisor  and  his  then  existing  staff  as  our 
own  drivers. 

Steps  were  taken  to  see  that  the  men  were 
properly  clothed  and  given  the  best  possible 
conditions  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  their 
important  duties.  Classes  were  arranged  in 
First  >kidj  and  each  driver  is  now  fully 
qualii ied  and  in  possession  of  the  St.  Johns 
First  Aid  Certificate.  Regular  meetings  are- 
held  at  the  ambulance  Station  in  Cross  Street 
on  a voluntary  basis  so  th  t the  men’s 
knowledge  may  be  maintained  and  their  practise 
improved. 

In  addition  one  of  the  men  has  qualified 
as  a Driver/Mechanic  with  the  result  that  all 
repnirs  and  overhauls  are  now  done  by  our  own 
staff.  This  not  only  cuts  costs  but  ensures 
that  the  vehicle  is  back  on  the  road  in  the 
shortest  time. 

It  will  be  our  endeavour  to  maintain  an 
Ambulance  Service  in  Congleton  of  the 
highest  standard  with  vehicles  in  a condition 
worthy  of  the  important  work  they  have  to  do.
